WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—After having 


passed the greater portion of a fort- 
night in consideration of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, (providing for a 
modification of the original Clayton- 
Bui wer treaty of 1890,) the senate con- 
sumed only one hoar and fen minutes 
today in ratifying it, as amended. 
The 


final vote was 55 to 18. 
There were 


six roll calls and several viva votes. 
Senator Gallinger spoke in defense of 
the treaty as it originally came from the 
executive. Mr. JBaird contended for the 
adoption of his amendment, which 
gives preference to American vessels 
passing through the Isthmian tunal. 


THE CHINESE ISSUE. 


PKKIN, Dec. 20.—Yesterday's session 


of the foreign envois \ias somewhat 
protracted and stormy, owing to the 
desire to discover who is lesponsible 
tor tho disclosures to the Chinese of 
proceedings which all the ministers 
have sworn to keep secret. Li Hung 
Chang invaribly is informed within two 
homs after a meeting all that has been 
done. The ministers admit that jeE- 
terday a critical point was reached in 
the negotiations, as there was a grave 
possibility that other difficulties migiat 
occur to impede the peace transaction;. 
One envoy even made the threat that 
bis government would present a de 
mand for other modifications, und h«j 
had not quite made up his mind how to 
act. Tonight the note will be signed 
by all the envoys and will bo sent to Li 
Hung Chang probably nexl Saturday, 
with the request that they reply as 
soon as possible. The ongitml note 
will be in French. Mr. Conger and 
Sir Ernest Satow (the British mimater) 
will enclose an English copy and a

SITUATION IS OMINOUS. 


War Office Knows Nothing: of 


Invasion of Cape Colony. 


THE INVADEBS HAVE LOCAL AID. 


Troop* nt m«tpoiml of BrltUh Not 


gdffleieat to Cove 'With' a. Itliink—A 
Pltchc-a Battle Between Del«r«y 
mud Cltmentu Reported to Be On. 
London, Dec. 20.—The war office last 


evening could giro no Information regard- 
ing the reports of a Boer invasion of 
Cape Colony, but officials expressed the 
opinion that the newspaper accounts were 
exaggerated, .and the troops who have 
been chasing DC Wet will be diverted tc 
deal with the invaders. This is interpre- 
ted as confirming the reports. 


Lord Kitchener in the meantime keeps 


a tight reign over the news, which in- 
creases the public disquietude. There is a 
persihtent rumor that he has demanded 
heavy re-enforcements. 


According to The Daily Mail private 


telejjratns received in London yesterday 
depict the situation in Cape Colony as 
somewhat ominous. It seems that the in- 
vading Boers are receiving considerable 
assistance front the local Dutch and that 
the troops at the disposal of the British 
authorities are not sufficient to cope with 
any serious spread of the military opera- 
tions. 


It Is believed that the government has 


at last awakened to the seriousness of the 
situation and is making the utmost efforts 
to provide Lord Kitchener with horses 
and inules. 


A dispatch from Krugersdorp, Trans- 


vaal, dated Sunday, says: 


"A pitched battle is imminent between 


the British under General dements, who 
has been re-enforced, and the Boers un- 
der General Delary." 


The Britihh losses at Nooitgodacht, ac- 


cording to the official accounts, were 82 
killed and wounded and 44 missing nnd 
still unaccounted for.

SCARE IN OMAHA. 


Boy Said to Hav« Been Kidnap** 


Come* Home. 


Omaha, Dec. 20.—Edward Cudahy, Jr., 


15 years old, son of Edward A. Cudahy, 
millionaire packer and bead of the Cud- 
ahy Packing company of Oniaha, disap- 
peared from his home in this city, and his 
parents believed he had been kidnaped. 
The entire police and detective force of 
the city ond half a hundred men employ- 
ed by Mr. Cudahy weie scouring the city 
and country throughout the day in hopes 
of locating the young man or securing a 
clew which woulS lead to a knowledge of 
his whereabouts. Business nt Mr. Cuda- 
hy's packing plant in South Omaha was 
practically tniftpcndod yesterday, nearly 
the entire force there joining in the 
Hearcli. 


Young Cudahy left home at 8 o'clock 


Tuesday night to take some books to the 
residence of Captain Knstin, about two 
blocks distant, and that was the last seen 
of him. As mklnight arrived and he did 
not return the police were notified, and 
two detectiv^ were detailed to work on 
the case. It was not until nearly 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning, however, that the 
matter began to assume a really serious 
aspect. At that hour a man on Horse- 
back rode rapidly by the Cudahy man- 
sion, and as he passed the front gate he 
threw a letter into the yard. A servant 
took the letter into the ho««', where it 
was read. It was in substance: 


"Mr. K. A. Cinlahy—Your son i» safe. 


We have him and will take good can- of 
him and will re»*.irn him to you in con- 
sideration of the payment of $25.0110.

Breth, son of former Mayor Breth, on re- 
turning to his home after seven mouths in 
\Vest Point. 


"We art? determined that we shall be 


given an opportunity to testify before the 
committee in the Booz case," said Mr. 
Breth last night. "Our son was hazed 
to death, jyst as was young Booz. 
''1 did not know the full extent of the 


treatment to which he had been subjected 
until he was on his deathbed. Then he 
told mo all. When he was at West Point. 
he wrote full particulars to my son Har- 
ry. but these were kept from me. Cor- 
roborative evidence of all the charges he 
made were found in his trunk after he 
died. 


"On several occasions he was carfiwl 


to the hospital nfler his tormentors were 
through with him. One night he was uu- 
eouseious for three hours. 


Tortured Into 
"One of their favorite amuft.-mt.nts was 


putting a 'plebe' through the 'choo-choo' 
movement — making him move his arms 
mid legs automatically until he \vouM fall 
over from exhaustion. This was the par- 
ticular form of torment which rendered 
him uncouscioiiH on the occasion just 
specified. 


"After he had been in bed several days 


bis persecutors visited him iu the hospital 
with the information thut if he did uot 
got out of bed he would be treated to a 
worse dose uext time. Consequently he 
wns obliged to get up. although so weak 
he could scarcely stnnd. 


"On more- than one occasion he wns 


compelled to wit lo minutes on the poiut 
of n bayonet, this being a favorite form 
of torture. 


"Medicines of nil kinds wore given him 


in quantities, these ulone being enough to 
ruin his health. Soap wus another article 
which ho wus forced to eat, not ouce, but 
tunny times. 


"A big, powerful 
fellow, when this 


treatment began he threatened to show 
fight and refuse to obey the upper class 
men. 


"But his own class men took him in 


hand, refusing to permit him to make re- 
sistance. They knew l:is punishment 
would be greater if he did not submit 
peacefully. 


"His tormentors were in the hi<bit of 


going through his room like n cyclone, 
even emptying his trunk ami bureau 
drawers of their contents. Finally he re- 
fused to get things to rights nnd wan 
promptly reported for untidyness. where- 
upon he wns confined in a straitjacket 
fastened so lightly that his arms were 
seemingly paralyzed on his releuse. And 
because he could not take off his cnp to 
his superior officer in consequence he was 
punished ngniii. 


"In fact, the boy hud no chunce ..o 


nti'dy. Tht-se re\els were of nightly oc- 
currence. nnd thej left hiiii so \\OII'K nnd 
wretched both physically nnd mentally 
that his brain wns 'unfit for anything, 
nml yet he wus a brilliant young fellow 
i:i school r.lwiiys.

MANIFESTO BY MACARTHUR. 


All Filipino* Must Comply With tbe 


LUW* of War. 


Manila, Dec. 20.—General Mac-Arthur 


has issued 11 proclamation warning the 
inhabitants of the archipelago thnt here- 
after strict compliance with the laws of 
war will be required of uoncombatants 
as well as combatants. 
The proclama- 


tion sets forth the principal laws of war. 


It refers to recent proclamations issued 


by insurgent commanders threatening na- 
tives who are friendly to the American 
forces and aljo to the orders issued to 
their men to kidnap and assassinate resi- 
dents of towns occupied by Americans. 
The insurgent leaders are notified that 
such practices, if continued, will put an 
eud to the possibility of their resuming 
normal civic relations aud will make 
them fugitive criminals. 


Residents of places occupied by Amer- 


icans are notified that compliance with 
the demands1 of the vnumy will create a 
presumption that such acts are voluntary 
and malicious. 
They are also notified 


that pleas of intimidation will rarely be 
accepted and thnt where secret com- 
mittees are permitted to exist in behalf 
of the insurgents even well disposed 
persons will be exposed to the danger of 
being tried as traitors. 


Tbe proclamation nays that its warn- 


ings aud requirements are to apply with 
special force to y*.iuila, the "rendezvous 
of the emissaries of insurrection." 


Newspapers are warned ngniust pub- 


lishing sedition, and the proclamation de- 
clares that tho rebels who aro not part of 
au organized force are not entitled to the 
privileges of prisoners of war, adding 
thnt the fact that they have not hitherto 
been held responsible is "evidence of the 
solicitude of the United States to avoid 
the appearance <>f harshness.'' 


The proclamation clearly disavows any

glfiliness and Stupidity.

have a home, hut he uses a hollow tree a? 
a tenement, or even a hole among the 
rocks. As warm weather "approaches the 
female produces two or three young, which 
aro of amazing size at birth, actually 
larger than 1 ho new born cubs of a bear. 


Their flesh is eaten by the Indians, bill 


has never boon liked, by white men. The 
tiso of the quills iu ornamentation by OUT 
Indiani; is well known, robes, garments, 
moccasins, pouehos^^weapon cases, baskets 
and everything else being ornamented with 
them by the squaws with great skill and 
often with truly artistic effect; but, as 
usual, tho curliest methods and patterns, 
when tho Indians used their own delicate 
dyes and sinew threads, -were much bettei 
than is tsean in these days of aniline colors 
and crude imitations of the white man's 
art. The longer quills of tho European 
porcupine are turned into fancy penhold- 
ers, aud in India and Malaya they weave 
little baskets, etc., out of them, which, arc 
often as pretty as they aro strange. 


Reviewing his narrow life, tho strongest 


impression left upon one's mind seems to 
bo that of the creature's sluggishness and 
stupidity. 
These aro perhaps concomi- 


tants, if not consequences, of its strictly 
vegetarian life, in which its tastes are so 
simple that it rarely seems to have to 
.make the least exertion for food at any 
season of the year, and to its highly pr6" j 
tected condition, which makes it careless 
of danger, and hence vmvigilantand stead- 
ily inclined to sluggishness of mind as 
well as of body. It is not well for an ani- 
mal to be too safe or too comfortable, for 
its mind grows rusty with disuse, or, if it 
never had use, lies inert, and the whole 
creature exists on a low plane. I do not 
know an animal of the American woods 
thnt is so well off and so uninteresting as 
the porcupine.—New York Post.

Won Him Friends and Fortune 


Disconcerted His Enemies. 


"Ever hear of a man who made a for- 


tune out of his laugh?" said a guest of the 
St. Charles to n .Now Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrat reporter as ho looked over the reg- 
ister. "I have heard of girls whose faces 
•were their fortunes, but I knew a man 
whoso laugh was positively bis fortune. 
That name—Sam B. Adams—on the reg- 
ister there reminds mo of a iimn who made 
a fortune out of Ins laugh. His xuiiiio was 
Jobn D. Adorns, and lie was the father of 
Sain, the gentleman registered there. 
John D. Adams was a typical stcamboat- 
luuu of Arkansas and in addition to bis 
steam boating was u planter of extensive 
interests and was connected with other 
business enterprises. He was the first man 
to run a steamboat up the Arkansas river, 
and bis namo in that state today is a syno- 
nym for geniality, courage and business 
success 
He was very successful, and his 


friends used to attribute his success to his 
wondrous laugh. It was not boisterous, 
yet loud, and was so musical and jolly 
that one could imagine old Kris Kringle 
was personified in him. Other river men 
would s,iy that bis laugh got him all the 
government mail contracts. He would so 
to Washington, get acquainted with the 
man who had charge of tho contracts, and 
he, like all of Adams' new acquaintances, 
would soon come under tho infection of 
his magnetic laugh and form a genuine 
admiration for the grizzled old steam boat- 
man. 
He was known at the hotel by every- 


body and was pointed out for years by a 
negro porter to whom be onco gave a §5 
goldpieoe as a tip in a fit of jolliflcdtioo 
over the closing of -"fl big contract in his 
favor. 


"Amazing tales wero told of his courage 


and his steamboat experiences. On one 
occasion, when an accident happened to 
his boat and the passengers became panic 
stricken, he calmed them as if by magic 
by calling them children and laughing at 
their fear, his famous laugh compelling 
confidence and mirth by Its very melody 
and jollity. Ho evon utctl his laugh wlien 
very much angered, but it was of a differ- 
ent character, and death lurked behind it. 
In a steamboat quarrel with three desper- 
adoes once ho denounced them with a 
laughing accompaniment, a cynical, chill- 
ing, dangerous kind of laugh, his eyes 
glittering like a hiiuko's and his forefinger 
on his revolver, ready to dash out tho life 
ot tho first one who made a move. One of 
the desperadoes said afterward, in speak- 
ing of the occurrence, that he never felt so 
queer before ill his life. Ho said ho felt 
as though the very marrow in ii's bones 
was being frozen." 


The Finest Southern Tobacco. 


Tho leaves of tho bright tobacco are thin 


and small \oinod. To be of good quality 
they must possess good body and texture 
as well as uniform and atti-active color, 
and therefore high manuring with nitrog- 
enous fertilizers, which latter tend to 
produce rank growth and give tho plants a 
dark or red hue, should be avoided. Much 
of the highest grades of bright tobacco 
produced in the famous North Carolina 
and Virginia gold leaf district is grown 
upon poor land, and it is tho prevailing 
belief in that district that the superb col- 
or, silky texture and other merits of the 
best products are due to this poverty of 
tho soil. This, however, is doubtless an 
extreme \iew, for a soil must have suffi- 
cient fertility to produce a gootl sized leaf 
of good body, which, if of tho desired col- 
or, brings a higher price than small ones. 


The superiority of the products of these 


bright tobacco lauds is due largely to their 
lightness and porosity, which are con- 
ducive to n quicker warming of the soil in 
spring and freer aeration of the roots of 
the plants and consequently to earlier and 
more rapid growth and quicker maturity. 
In South Carolina such soils are excellent 
for early vegetables and arc now taking 
a front rank in the production of the finest 
bright tobaccos.—Southern States.

Stories of the unique characters that 


America contributes to the Latin quarter 
of Paris, the section in which is to be 
found the majority of- the art students in 
the gay French capital, are entertainingly 
told by Clinton Peterg, the artist. 


Charles Snyder, who has lived for the 


last 31 years in Paris, is well known to 
the students in the Latin quarter as Dic- 
tionary Snyder. 
This sobriquet Is due to 


bis fund of information. He is not an art- 
ist, but has for several years associated 
with them. Snyder speaks seven languages 
aud has a superior education, which, how- 
ever, ho has seldom been able to turn to 
advantage so far as his personal benefit is 
concerned. 


"In everything ho Is a typical Bohemi- 


an," said Mr. Peters, "and indifferent to 
the future so long as his wants are pro- 
vided for in tho present. Ho is a master of 
expediency and has given innumerable il- 
lustrations of hie remarkable resources In 
practically living without money. 


"At the beginning of the siege of Paris 


Snyder had but 15 francs, yob he lived on 
them throughout that long period, when 
tho necessities of life were sold for almost 
fabulous prices. I asked him once how he 
managed to survive on such a small sum, 
and ho replied that at the time the siege 
was announced he resolved to buy a quan 
tlty of food that no one else would trrfnk 
of, and which would sustain life for a con- 
siderable period. Prices were so high that 
there were very few articles of food that 
were left to tho choice of a limited pocket- 
book, but he solved the problem accurate- 
ly. He bought threo bottlos of olive oil on 
the first day, when hardly any one of the 
Parisians thought of such an article ot 
diet, and from day to day purchased small 
qxmntitles of bread. 


'•The oil and bread wero mixed togeth- 


er with water and made into a sort of 
soup, and on this limited though nourish- 
ing menu Snjdcr lived until the slogo was 
nearly ended. 


"Toward the close of the siege ho be- 


came extremely weary of his monotonous 
diet and resolved ou a bold stroka for a 
change in the bill of faro. 
So he left the 


city secretly and walked boldly up to a 
Gorman picket. Of course ho was brought 
to a halt by the soldier. Then ho explain- 
ed that he was not a Parisian, but an 
American clti/en detained in Paris and a 
very hungry one at that. He asked per- 
mission to enter the German camp, but 
the soldier told Snyder he had orders to 
allow no one to pass. Convinced that Sny- 
der meant no mischief, but was really a 
man in need of provender, he finally con- 
sented to become a party to n ruse which 
that fertile gentleman proposed. This was 
that Snyder was to tako to his heels in the 
direction ot the camp, while the sold lor, (is 
If in the lull performance of his vigilance, 
was to flro his gun in tho air. It was car- 
ried out successfully, and Snyder reached 
tho camp in safety. 


"Hero ho was regaled with cheese, boor 


and other good things to his heart's con- 
tent by the Germans and soon after start- 
ed to return to Paris. But ho had prom- 


first arrested his 


bold flight to return within an hour. In- 
dulging in the foaming beer offered hhr 
In the camp, bo had overstaid the allot- 
ted time and on reaching the outpost 
found another pickot. 


"Explanations 
followed, and Snyder 


proposed that ho be allowed to run lor the 
gate through which ho originally came, 
while the guard pretended to chase and 
lire upon him. Again was his scheme 
agreed to, and ho re-entered Paris. 


"Onco insido the gate tho astonished 


Frenchmen regarded him an ono who had 
achieved a marvelous escape, and, as the 
Germans bad done, sot before him a boun- 
tiful repast. 


"Although afc many times in the great- 


est penury, Snyder would never accept 
regular employment. I know of one offer 
that was inado to him by a New York 
newspaper to toko charge of its cable busi- 
ness at a salary of $3,000 per annum. This 
offer was promptly declined by Snyder, 
who said that it involved » certain amount 
of routine work which would surely kill 
him. Ho was then living on about 4 cents 
a, day. 


"At the time I was spending most of 


my early days in Paris there was un art 
student for whom Snyder had a particular 
fondness. He has since risen to promi- 
nence, but in those days tho student was 
fur from prosperous. 


"Thcrowas to bo a dinner given at a 


restaurant celebrated in thy 'quarter' for 
the excellence of its menu, and, of course, 
this student I speak of was particularly 
anxious to go 
But lie lacked a most im- 


portant essential. 
Ho bad no white shirt. 


Snyder was called into the meeting of con- 
dolence that was hold and at once set his 
inventive genius to work. He pondered si- 
lently for a brief while, but his brow goon 
lightened, and he cheerfully asked, 'Have 
you a collar?' 


"Tho student responded in tho affirma- 


tive, but announced that ho had no tie to 
wear with it appropriate to the occasion. 
" 'I'll fix that easily,' answered Snyder 


reassuringly as ho went through tho very 
limHcd wardrobe of the art student. Ho 
fished up » vivid rod stocking, and by 
weans of sundry holes cut in tlu collar 
and artistic manipulation tho flaming 
blocking was twisted into a \ery clever 
imitation of a becoming neckcloth.

As the meal progressed two 
gentlemen entered, a Frenchman and a 
German, when the host arose and cordial- 
ly shook hands with them. He had seen 
them at the noonday breakfast, but the 
greeting was as effusive as though they 
had not nict for months. Candida, the 
eldest daughter of the household, politely 
endeavored to put me at uiy ease by con- 
versing with me In my own language. 
There were four nationalities present at the 
dinner. The meal was long, and tbcro were 
much vivacious laughter and chatting, 
mostly in French, as all spoke that lan- 
guage. At the close there were much more 
handshaking and leave taking as the 
guests left the room. I lingered a little 
In the dining roore, not knowing, in fact, 
how to leave it gracefully—was it neces- 
sary to shake hands with tho father aud 
mother and two daughters or simply with 
tho father and mother?

I5est TrnSt Trees for Shade. 


Tho denizei-a of towns flnd the pear ono 


of the most satisfactory fruit trees for 
shade. It is deep rooting, and many other 
things may be successfully grown right up 
to their trunks. Insects trouble them lit- 
tle. They grow rather fast, but it Is many 
years before they get an objectionably 
large size. Tho apple makes n spreading 
head, and there is socn shade under its 
branches, and, besides, the beauty of its 
blossoms in spring makes tho tree appreci- 
ated fully equal to a more ornamental one. 
It is not a very serious robber of tho soil. 
The cherry makes a desirable shade, but 
birds make too free with the fruit, and 
there is the temptation to break branches. 
The sour or pie cherries aro, however, not 
relished by birds. European walnut trees 
grow slowly.. It Is usually ten years be- 
fore they produce nuts in any quantity, 
but after this they are regarded as treas- 
ures with which their owners would not 
willingly part. For utility and grateful 
shade combined few trees can rival them. 
—Thomas Meohan in Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal. 


Different Names For 'Waves. 


They have curiously different names for 


waves about the coast of Great Britain. 
The Peterhead folk call the largo breakers 
that fall with a crash on the beach by tho 
grim name of "Norrawa (Norway) carpen- 
ters." On the low Lincolnshire coast, as 
on the southwestern Atlantic fronting 
shore of these islands, the grandly long 
unbroken waves are known as " rollers." 
Among east Angllana a heavy surf, tum- 
bling in with an off shore wind or in a calm 
is called by tho expressive name of a 
slog," while a well marked swell, rolling 


in independently of any blowing is called 
a "home." "There is no wind," n Suffolk 
fisherman will Ray, "but a nasty homo on 
the beach."

rrlslcy Had Learned by Experience, and 


Ha Ku«w When There Was Danger—Fla- 
herty Took Command, and He aud the 
Mule Paid Off an Old Score. 


About 20 years ago, when there wore 


>ut few railways in tho western states and 
errltories, the United States mall was car- 
led iu saddlebags on what wore culled 
i-aok inulos. The riders were young men, 
.arefully selected for their bravery, fear- 
assness and activity. 
The animals were 


.hanged at stations about 25 miles apart, 
:o that they were always in good condition 
to run if necessity required it, which was 
often the case, us the country was swarm- 
.ng witli Mexicans and Indians. 


Benteon, a bravo young Irishman with 


[udiau blood in his veins, was chosen for 
the road between Camp V., Arizona, and 
11 town on the border of New Mexico, and 
for more than a year escaped the snares 
and treacherous traxjs that wore laid for 
him. One cold day in February, 1875, 
when a heavy mist not only made things 
cheerless and gloomy, but threw such n 
\oil over the earth that it wns impossible 
to see any object more thun a few feet 
mvay, Benteen started on his customary 
long rido. 
When or how the Indians sur- 


prised him was never known. His body 
was found In the entrance of Sunset puss 
by a squad of cavalry sent from Camp V. 
rldOled with bullets nnd arrows, and near 
!t lay throe dead Indians, showing that he 
had sold his liljp dearly. The mule gal- 
loped into Camp V. two days later and 
fell exhausted in front of the barracks, 
with mailbags untouched save by the 
blood that had flowed from tho bullet hole 
in his sido. He wns put in a comfortable 
stall in tho cavalry stables, and, owing to 
the skill of the veterinary surgeon, in ad- 
dition to tho best of food nnd care, he soon 
grew strong and fit for light work. Dnring 
his sickness the soldiers bcoaine so attached 
to him that tho post qnarteriiustcr made 
an effort and succeeded in buying him. 


Ono year later I had tho good fortune to 


be ordered east on temporary duty in 
Washington. Though I had been in Ari- 
zona but six months, I was heartily tired 
of that desolate country and fully detcr- 
nincd to let no obstacle delay mo in the 
irip that was taking me to my native city. 
We left Camp V. in an ambulance drawn 
>y four mules. Soon after starting 1 found 
ihnt one of tho leaders was tho pock mule 
1 have mentioned. Ho had fully recovered, 
and had been named Frisky by tho BOldlurs 
on account of his exuberant suit-Its. 


In the ambulance with me was the driv- 


er and an old soldier whose name was 
Flaherty. Behind us was an army vruguu 
lacked with our luggage, rations and for- 
age for the mules. It was guarded by an 
escort of eight privates, with sergeant and 
corporal. Frisky was as lively us a young 
i.ittcu und scorned none tho worse fur the 
lole iu his side. On the fourth day's 


vel, soon after starting, Frisky bogau 


:o sniff, prick up his ears and tremble. 
Flaherty turned toward me, sainted and 
said in a half upologetio voice: "Beg par- 
don forthroublin ye, lootinint, but I think 
It will bo wise to halt a bit and take a 
look at tho couuthry. Frisky Bcints tho 
rod iimn, and jouniver can docuive him 
on thim." 


The driver slackened tho speed of his 


team and looked ut mo for un order to 
stop. I had bean but ono year and a half 
from West Point. I h«d quito an opinion 
of myself and my judgment, and I thought 
I knew far more of Indians than old Flah- 
erty, who had been In the service nearly 30 
years. Tho mule continued to act, like a1 
frightened child, and about noon refused 
to go by throwing himself on the ground 
regardless of harness and braying in tho 
loudest tones. Tho mun tried coaxing, 
then the whip, but all to no avail. "Ho 
sp;iUed tho thruth in hia way, luotinlut," 
said Flaherty in what seamed to me n pat- 
ronizing tone. "We'd bettor prepare for 
an attack. I'm an old soldier, sir, and I 
know phwat an Indian surprise Is. It 
m.anes throublo. Pardon me, lootinint, 
for tryin to give mo commandin off'oer 
orders." 


1 felt very foolish and angry when I 


found myself obeying Flaherty anil stop- 
ping my command for the pranks of a 
mulo. I ordered tho men to make a bnr- 
rioado of Band und eagebush branches 
rind corralled our mules behind it. In 
front of them wo put tho ambulance nnd 
wagon for tis to hido behind, KO an to keep 
from tho enemy the faotthat wo numbered 
only 15 all told. Wo remained in this 
warlike attitude for nearly an hour. Then, 
disgusted with what I thought my folly, I 
guvo orders for the mules to bo harnessed 
and our command to move on. The words 
were scarcely out of my mouth •uhon, 
glancing toward the road leading to our 
left, I saw a cloud of sand. I turned to 
Flnhevty, who stood by my side eying mo 
reproachfully nnd sullenly. "Whnt'sthatf" 
I asked. "It's the red men that Frisky 
nnd I said were coming, sir. 'Tis tho bo- 
ginnin nv the circus." 


In n few moments we wore surrounded 


by about CO hideously painted Indians on 
their ponies, galloping around us and giv- 
ing us the full benefit of their warlike 
yells. Fortunately they were not ns well 
irmed as wo \\ero. If they had been, our 
time in this world would have been short. 
As it was, our men had to light like tigers. 
The struggle lasted a littlo less than an 
lour. During that'time I lived through 
days. It was all so new, strange and horri- 
ble to mo. I was but 22 and very much of 


boy nt that. My youth nnd Inexperience 


seemed strangely out of keeping with my 
attempts to give orders to men who had 
spent more than half their lives fighting 
Indians. So, after giving » few, I turned 
the plan of battery over to the sergeant 
and Flaherty. 
Tho latter was In bis cle- 


ment nnd showed the greatest courage, 
coolness and clear hendedness I have ever 
seen. After every shot be fired ho would 
call out in slow tones: "Faith, an is It me 
fed scalp ye want to lllowrolnnte yer wig- 
wams? Well, take a pace of cowld lead in- 
Bthead." "Coom n litthle closer, ye red 
nnakes. Frisky an me want to pay a debt 
we owe ye." And ho would fire away delib- 
erately, with sure nnd deadly aim. Owing 
to his bravery and that of the other men 
wo came out conquerors. 


The men lost no time In harnessing the 


mules, packing tho wagon aud moving 
on. After the last Indian had disappeared 
Frisky regained his customary spirits and 
activity nnd wns the hero of the hour, for 
wo nil appreciated the fact that had it not 
been for his warning we would have been 
nmsnnorcd in the wagons. That night we 
put 25 miles between us and tho battle- 
field, and save for a alight flesh wound on 
my arm and a grazed spot underneath 
Flaherty'a *• rod hair wo wero none the 
worse. Soon after I reached Washington I 
Bont Frisky a gold medal. On It was en- 
graved, "For Frisky, the wisest mole that 
ever lived." He wore it fastened to the 
collar of bis barm* until ha died.—Ow

Shutting Out the Sea. 


Along the north Jersey coast from Long 


Brunch to Asbury Park the coast is formed 
of bluffs and high ground, and walls that 
will offer direct resistance to the waxes; 
must bo constructed to protect them from 
the waves. These bluffs are being washed 
away rapidly where uot protected by some 
artificial device, and the sand is carried 
back into the sea, where sand bars arc 
formed with it. Many years ago when the 
Jersey seaside resorts first became promi- 
nent efforts were made to protect thin 
shore %\ ith heavy timber bulkheads. 
But 


each recurring winter these massive tim- 
bers were washed away and a good slice 
Of the bluffs was leveled. No rnatwr how 
heavy uiid ^frong this sort of protection is 
made, the sea is pretty sure to butter it 
down in time, and the work must be re- 
peated. For 15 years now property owners 
have wasted their money In building make- 
shift timber walls to protect their land 
from the ocean along many parts of our 
coast. Tho same amount of mouuy put in 
strong walls of masonry and concrete would 
yield permanent rjsults that would endure 
for half a-century, and in lime this must 
bo the outcome of the present abortive at- 
temptM to keep hack the sea. 


Besides wooden walls numerous jetties 


run out into tho ocean to break the force 
of the current, and in this way tho damage 
to the bluffs is somewhat lessened. Nearly 
every storm of any great fury not only car- 
ries a\\uy or demolishes part of the walls, 
but makes great inroads into the bluffs of 
sand behind them. A solid stone v;pll, 
with slopln: faces to tho sea, would pro- 
tect tho blu.Is *o that private and public 
property would be secure for all time. The 
best illustrations of'this principle of c^'ipi 
defense can be seen in the numcroiw stoue 
breakwaters constructed by tho govern- 
ment for harbor protection.—Lippincott'.i.

With Melenite. 


In experimenting-with the new explo- 


sive, nu-leuhe, soino most interesting facts 
were brought to light. Three wells wore 
sunk on the slope of three hills. There was 
an interval of ICO yards between two of 
thorn aud sliphtly more between the second 
aud third. The wells wero square in form 
and 20 foot deep. At tho bottom there was 
a chamber arranged to hold 30 eases of the 
explosive, each case containing 110 pounds; 
3,:jUO pounds of powder were put into ono 
of the chambers, und 2,750 pounds of mel- 
eui:.o wero placed lutho other. Tho pow- 
der wan Ignited by an electric current. A 
terriUo roar aud ruiv oling, then a great 
column of tuuoko covered the place. When 
this had cleared away, it was discovered 
that the cntiru face of the locality had been 
changed In appearance. Enormous musses 
<>t rock were thrown to the hottons and op- 
VjOhite side ol tlie ravine; in some cases 
a'.cces as largo as 115 cubic feet were flung 
.r.t like iruiruliss. Ihe road was obscured, 
vegetation hud entirely vanished, and the 
surface of the ground was covered with 
rocks and earth. 


An hour afterv^rd the melenite was ex- 


ploded. The 
IIO^MJ was louder than the 


charge of ] Ot\div. und tho earth was seri- 
ously shaken r.t< SOU yards distant from the 
placu whore the explosion occurred. The 
piculUrlty nf thir, explosive was thai in 
aUud tif lan;o m<isKcr. the rock w.i« r.
